Colorado 
gave James B. Grant, a Democrat, 2,500 majority. Con- 
necticut selected as her Chief Magistrate, Thomas M. 
Waller, the ‘little giant ” of the Democracy of that 
State, and formerly a New York newsboy, by 4,000 
majority. Bold Ben Butler went to the front in the 
grand old Commonwealth of Massachusetts with 13- 
000 plurality. Michigan gave J. W. Begole, a Demo- 
crat, 10,000 majority. J. W. Adams, a Pemocrat, 
was elected Governor of Nevada by over 2,000 majority. 
Grover Cleveland, a Democrat, received 196,000 plur- 
ality, the largest ever given for any candidate in 
any state inthe Union. Youthful Robert E. Patti- 
son, a Democrat, was elected Governor of Penne 
sylvania by a plurality of nearly 40,000. South 
Carolina gave Hugh S. Thompson, a Democrat, 50,000 
majority for Governor. Tennessee elected William B. 
Bate, a Democrat, by 40,000 majority, and Texas 
Democrats carried the State by 60,000 or more for 
John Ireland.
